1 . i attach hereto a report of an interview with toe riding page who 
attempted to deliver Senator Church's letter to the Director to our 2*30 
E Street address . 


2- Mr. Spiteile said that he was treated well by our guard* and that 
the newspaper story was at least 50 per cent inaccurate . i hia ia in sharp 
contrast to the newspaper article in which the Senator’s secretary ia quoted 
as saying that the page was distraught, confused, end exaggerated, it is also 
in sharp contrast to Mr. Hower's statement tol , l/eee Reference (b)/ 

that the page was "ordered o ff the place . 


3 . Mias I I our Chief Telephone operator, reported that none of 

the operators remember any Inquiry concerning wnere a riding page might 
leave a letter for the Director . She pointed out that, had Mr . McCone s name 
been mentioned, the call would automatically nave been referred to Ids office. 


4 . Since Senator Church is apparently soot upset about this incident, 

I believe that it would serve no useful purpose to pursue toe master further, 


especially since the apparent ineptneaa ot Ida own steii 
been the major problem . 0 3

SUBJECT i Meeting with Mr. Ward Hover* Admiai str stive Aaaiatut 
to Senator Frank Clnrth (D. * Idaho) 


i* Oat this data* 1 attempted to see Senator Frank Church Bet 
learned he wai on the Boer of the Senate and would be tied up for somet im e* 

(This was a very active day in both the House end Senate Chambers. ) la the 
Senator** absence* I 3 poke with his Administrative Assistant* Mr, Ward 
Bower. 

2* I left with Mr. Hower the Director'll letter to the Senator 
responding to the Senator's trans m it t al of bis memo of conversation covering 
his meeting on 4 June with Georg! U, Kornienko* Charge d' Affaire at the 
Soviet Embassy. I expressed our regret that the Senator had been unable 
to hare Ms communication delivered by a Capitol Page* but indicated that 
tho latter did reach «s through regular ad I channels. I asked Mr. Bower j 

if ha could give me any particulars on how tbslir office attempted to have ths j 

latter delivered. Ha explained that Mrs. Ward* the Senator's pers onal 1 

secretary who was within earshot of our eunveraatton. had been asked by 
the Senator to determine the best way to bam Ms commaaioatioa hand carried 
to the Director as well sa to the Secretary of State. 

J. Ga Wednesday* 5 June* at apprsedmately J ; J0 P.M., Mr*. Ward 
sailed tha Agency switchboard. She said aha had a communication from tho 
Senator to the Director which she was having delivered by “riding Page" and 
asked if it could be delivered to our address In WaaMngtoa as well as in 
Langley. (Capitol "riding Pages" can deliver congressional coxnxmmi cation* ; v i 
only within the Washington, D.C. area*) lire. Ward was advised by tha 
switchboard operator that the co mm unication could be Sent either to Langley 
or to 2430 £ Street* N. W. A "riding Page" was then dispatched with the 
Senator's letter. At approximately 6:10 P, M. , the page (who presumably 
bad other messages to deliver on that trip) called Senator Church's office

SUBJECT: Interview of Riding Page Connected with 

Article in 1 1 June 19&3 Issue of 
Washington Post Newspaper 


1. This memorandum is for inform ation anlv 

2. The following facts are submitted in connection with 

the fubject article: 

a. The name of the riding page involved :s 
R. J. Spitelle, employee of the United States Senate 
PoHt Office. 

b. Mr. Spitelle stated that in attempting to 
deliver Senator Church’s letter, he encountered the 
construction barricade in front of North Building and 
that it took him forty-five minutes to find his way 
through the Naval Hospital grounds to Central Building. 
At Central Building he asked the guard where 

Mr. McCone's office was located. The guard directed 
him to East Building. The guard at East Building 
told him that Mr. McCone was at Langley. Mr. Spitelle 
then asked the guard if he would accept the letter. 

The guard said that he could not. Mr. Spitelle then 
asked to use the telephone from which he called his 
supervisor in the Post Office. The supervisor said 
to return the letter to the Post Office.
